Short Service 

and Address by Rev. Canon Scott Holland, 

At St. James’ Church, Piccadilly, W. 

After a short and very appropriate service, Rev. Canon 
Scott Holland preached from St. Matthew xxi. 12—16. 

I he children cried “Hosannah” on that great day when 
the Lord went up into His Temple. That going up was the 
symbol of the great Ascension into His glory. He passed 
up to llis 1 emple. When all was cast out — the tumult of 
the cattle, the degradation of the money-changing, all the 
Mammon-spirit — it ceased for a brief moment to be a den 
of thieves, through the great power of the Name of Him 
who came and stood there. He has driven out with the whip 
of small cords all that offends. Who is there who still could 
remain ? Who is there who could abide the day of His 
coming, and stand when He appeareth ? 

So noticeable it is who was there. There were two sets 
of people who were at home in the Temple of the Lord. 
They would remain. Who were they ? They were two types 
of hearts that recognised the Lord. 

First, the sufferers : those who had to be healed, the blind 
and the lame, they were there. “ Come unto me, all ye that 
labour,” and these had come and were not afraid. No whip 
of small cords for them. The Temple is the right place 
for them. They came out of their holes and corners, and 
up the great Temple steps, leaving behind all the bitter 
memories, bringing their sick and weary hearts to Him who 
alone could understand.

Pains you have taken with your child 
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you have given Him entry. You must take all the pains 
and all the trouble, and then you must hand it all over to 
God and lay it in His hands. He will do that which you 
will never do, in ways that will surprise you. Enough for 
you to know that your pains, your trouble, have set the child 
free. You can give it a chance of leading its own life. 

You will fall back and watch. It will have its own 

growth. You will always be watching on at something 
that you never moulded. You will be content if you have 
set it free, if you have taken away all that might obstruct. 
\ our reward is that it moves so freely, trusting the great 

instincts which are God’s voice inside it. You will be 

standing aside, prepared to get out of the way. It is but 
lost labour that you rise up early and eat the bread of 
carefulness, if you think that is going to do it all. But 
not lost labour , not lost labour , if, after all, you hand it over 
to Him who knows His own children ; not lost, because 
you hand it over. 

So with religion. If only you can set free the child 
that it may feel after God in its own way ; if only you can 
set it free from what holds back the call of God and let 
it ask its own questions, you have done your part, you 
have your reward. Trust it with God ; He will help it, 
not only through you. He calls the child that it may know 
Him from inside its own heart. You can lay about it all 
that is precious and fair — God is its own God. 1 he child 
will find Him moving up in triumph through the earth, 
the God of health, the God of release, the God of joy, of 
singing, of Hosannahs, of waving palms. It will learn to 
find its God, bright, glorious, strong in its childhood, 
unashamed and unafraid. Then, perhaps, when it joins that 
other band, the band of sufferers, maimed in life, blind 
and halt —then, because it had learnt to know God before, 
it will turn to Him then, and will be found still in His 
temple for the wounds and the weariness of its sick heart. 
Above all, kneel down and leave the whole life with Him 
who cares for it, and treasures it more tenderly than you 
can, and knows more what its growth should be. He will 
bring it to that eternal home cleansed of all uncleanness, 
where, please God, by the mercy of Christ, we may one 

day be found.
